| Iſh and Delawares began, and what has hap- 


pened ſince, according to the account which we 
have from Tiaogo. In which alſo your honour 
has the anſwer of the Delawares ro the meſſage 
you fent them by the bearer hereof, and a ſhort 
ſpeech which thoſe Indians deſired me to pen re- 
lative to the affairs. Your honour will-pardon 
me if I am not ſo particular in my narration as 


the Indians are in telling a ſtory. The letter 


which I. am deſired to write, except abbrevia» 


tions, is as follows: 


Brother Johnſon, ; to 34 doc 

We have been toTiaogo upon your affaits. In 
the firſt place we relate what news we hear; the 
Indians there inform us that about two months 
ago, there'was a party of Engliſh at Tſineanke, 
alias Shamokin, upon a ſcouting deſign z and that 
while they were there, news came that there was 
a party of French and Indians from Ohio about 


there; and Skaronyade adviſed the Engliſh party

to return hack, and by all means to keep on the 
eaſt- ſide of the river: they took his advice, tis 
ſaid, and returned, but went the weſt- ſide of the 
river, and that before they had gone far a French 
party came upon them, fired, and drove them 
into the river, where four of the Engliſh were 
drowned. Not long after this, that an Engliſh- 
man came to Skahandow-ane alias Wayoming, 
Ind as he uſed to trade upon this river, the In- 
dians aſked him whether he brought any goods 
with him; he ſaid no, but I have brought my 
body, my fleſh, and you may do what you 
pleaſe with me: *tis you, ſaid he, and the ſix 
nations, who killed our people the other day, I 
was there, I know your language, it was cer- 
tainly you that did the miſchief; and now, ſaid 
he, you and the Engliſh will fight ; may be you 
think that you and your uncle the ſix nations are 
able to ſtand the Engliſh : I tell you, ſaid he, 
that we can pinch you between our fingers; I 
don't cheat you, and act in the dark and under- 
handed, as you do, but tell you plainly that the 
Engliſh are going to fight you: in ſix days more 
the Engliſh will ſet out from all points againſt 
you. The 1 RODS returned to the white 
people, and informed them that a great multi- 
tude of Indians of all nations were gathered at 
Wayoming, &c. Then the Engliſh-that way 
made it their buſineſs to take as many of the 
Delawares who lived among, or near the white 
people, and made them priſoners, as they could 
lay hands on; the number they took, *tis ſaid, 
is 232 in all; one old man they took, who heard 
the account which the Engliſhman brought from 
Wayoming, made his eſcape with much diffi- 
culty, and carried the news back to Wayoming,

and gave an account of the Engliſh taking the 
Delawares who lived near the white people, 
&c. &c. C 

The Indians of Wayoming, *tis ſaid, were much 
concern'd after the Engliſhman had been there, 
and kept ſcouts out to ſee if any Engliſh were 
coming againſt them ; at laſt they ſaw a ſingle 
man coming, the Indians went to the white man, 
and aſked him whether he was alone; he told 
them, that three more, who were gentlemen, 

were coming to have a treaty with them: they . 
ſoon arrived, and called the Indians together, and 
informed them that they were ſent to treat with 
them about building a fort there, that their ſquas 
and children might be proteCted from the French. 
The Indians deſired to ſee their commiſſion, they 
produced a certificate of it in writing; the In- 
dians objected againſt their not having wampum ; 
with that they produced another paper. Now 

& the old man, who had been taken by the Eng- 
liſh, and made his eſcape, ſaid to the Indians, 
don't you believe theſe men, they only mean to 
deceive you, and make you priſoners, or put you 
to the ſword. 

At that the Indians took their hatchets, and 
knocked them all on the head, except the Indian 
trader, who came there before, and was now 
with theſe gentlemen that made his eſcape. 

Thus, brother Johnſon, we have given you an 
account how the quarrel began between the Eng- 

liſh and Delawares, and what has happened ſince; 
and if they have told us a pack of lyes, we can- 
not help it. 1

We defire to know what is the reaſon of the 
quarrel between us and our brethren the Engliſh; 
you ſay you are ignorant of it, ſq are we; we 
don't know the cauſe of this quarrel. 

*Tis true, brother, as you ſay, we are not at 
our own command, but under the direction ob 
the ſix nations ; we are women, our uncle muſt 
ſay what we muſt do; he has the hatchet, and 
we muſt do as he ſays. *Tis true, brother, we 
have not the hatchet, we are poor women, and 
out of temper: we are much obliged to you, 
brother; that you tell us to ſtop, .and leave off 
that which we have begun to do; we hear you, 
we ſtop and repent. | 

But, brother Johnſon, ſome of our young men, 
a few days ago, went out againſt the Engliſh; 
we can't help it, though we have ſent after them 
as ſoon as we heard from you, brother, to ſtop 
them, and call them back. Now, brother, you 
muſt take care of your ſide too; many of our 
people are now captives among the Engliſh, we 
mult ſee every one of them return again, or elſe 
it will not be well. We ſhall wait two months 
to ſee whether our captives are given up, and if 
we don't ſee them then, we don't know what - 
we ſhall do; when we ſee our people again, then 
we ſhall contrive to make up the matter, and 
ſettle affairs, and not till then. 

Thus, brother Johnſon, you have the anſwer 
of my nephew to your meſſage. : 

Now, brother, we that are young ones here 
would ſay a few words; by and by you ſhall 
hear from our heads ; we aſk leave for once, ac- 
cording to the Engliſh cuſtom, to uſe paper in- 
ſtead of wampum. S

They ſay that there were 80 in one and 40 
in the other company; and that a number are ſet 
out from Ohio lately againſt the Engliſh frontiers, 

Thus, honoured Sir, I have wrote all that the 
Indians deſired, I have wrote in haſte, and not 
correct as I might, had I had leiſure ; the Indians 
from Tiaogo arrived juſt at ſun-ſet, and the 
bearer deſigning to ſet out early in the morning, 
I muſt ſend this rough account juſt as it is, I 
rely on your honour's candour. 5 

If I can ſerve your honour in any thing in your 
public affairs, I am yours at command,

We will now open our hearts to you, and 
throw off the burthen which lays ſo heavy upon 
us; it grieved us much to hear it was ſuggeſted, 

that all the nations living upon the banks of Suſ- 
quehanna, even as far as Aughquagey had joined 
the French. We aſſure you it is a falſe report, 
and we appeal to you, brother, — we have 
not (ſince your acquaintance with us) always 
proved true brethren to the Engliſh, and ſtrictly 

adhered to the agreements made ſo long ago be- 
tween them and our fore - fathers; and depend 
upon it we ever ſhall, notwithſtanding all the 
temptations of the French. What we now ſay 
comes not from our lips only, but ſrom the very 
bottom of our hearts.

your minds, and do every thing in my power to 
contribute to your happineſs. As for the idle 
ſurmiſes of, or reports ſpread by any ill minded 
ſilly people, who know nothing of your ſenti- 
ments, or the ſtate of your or our affairs, I muſt 
deſire you will not give ear to, nor be in the 
leaſt uneaſy at them, for their words are like 
wind and not to be noticed.

The ftrong aſſu- 
rances you now, and always have given me of

on it: hereupon, three of their ſachems, and K 
ven of their young men, are gone to Niagara, 
with a deſign to forbid the French attacking Oſ- 
wego, or any Indians, they may ſee, joining them;

We acknowledge you have punctually 
performed your promiſe, ſo that, at the time when 
the confederacy was coming down laſt ſummer, 
it was completely finiſhed. Mr. Fry, on hear- 
ing of our application for men to garriſon it, 
applied to you on behalf his ſon, that he might 
be the commander thereof; you anſwered, that 
you would conſult the Indians, whether he was 


agreeable or no, which you did. In anſwer to 


which, we declared, he was agreeable to us, and, 
that it would be more acceptable to have thoſe, 
with whom we were acquainted, than ſtrangers.

We were miſtaken in our choice; for altho* 
he made us the faireſt promiſes, that he would, 
during our abſence, take care of our lands and 
the crop then in the field, he was altogether de- 
ficient in the performance, by which neglect, we 
entirely loſt our crops!
